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TOWN crier Anthony Church has 
admitted wearing military medals 
he was not entitled to and said the 
“grave error of judgement” had 
now cost him everything. 

During the past 12 years, Mr 
Church has worked as a town crier 
in Banbury, as well as in Oxford, 
Thame and Wallingford. 

He has been a full-time town crier 
since 2009. 

The 62-year-old does not have a 
military background but admitted 
he had been wearing the British 
Empire Medal, the South Atlantic 
Medal - awarded to soldiers who 
served in the Falklands - and 
the General Service Medal with 
Northern Ireland clasp. 

He also admitted once lying to Jim 
Lewendon, the county chairman 
of the Royal British Legion, telling 
him that he had served in the 
Coldstream Guards. 

Mr Church’s exploits were 
exposed on Facebook by the 
Walter Mitty Hunters Club, a 
group made up of mainly former 
servicemen that exposes people who 
illegitimately wear medals and lie 
about serving in the armed forces. 

Mr Church has now resigned from 
the Loyal Company of Town Criers 
and the Ancient and Honourable 
Guild of Town Criers. 

While the Royal British Legion 
said medals awarded to a deceased 
service/ex-service person may 
be worn on the right breast by a 
near relative, Mr Church wore the 
medals that he had acquired on the 
left. 

He used the title BEM after his 
name on the town council website 
and said the medal was awarded to 
his father, Jack Church, who was 
in the RAF, for taking part in the 
Berlin Airlift. 

Mr Church, who lives in Cowley, 
said his father died in 1953 - 17 
months after he was born. 

He added that he wore the BEM as 
a tribute to his father and the other 
medals as a tribute to servicemen. 

He said: “I am truly sorry if 
anyone, including servicemen, ex- 
servicemen and their families have 
taken offence at what I did.

“T did wear those medals on the 
left. 

“T did not mean to offend anyone 
in the military — it was meant to be 
a show of support. 

“It was never my intention 
to cause any distress but it has 
backfired and cost me everything.” 

Mr Church said telling Mr 
Lewendon he had served in the 
Coldstream Guards was a “moment 
of madness”. 

A spokesman for the Loyal 
Company of Town Criers said on 
Facebook that Mr Church had 
resigned from all town crier 
positions. 

He added: “A month ago we 
investigated his wearing of 
medals, and he apologised 
profusely, saying it was a one-off 
and we accepted his apology.” 

Mr Lewendon said: “I saw Mr 
Church wearing the medals at 
Remembrance time on his left 
breast and assumed they were his. 

“And a few years back he told 
me he had been in the Coldstream 
Guards. 

“Wearing the medals like this 
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is an insult to the bravery of the 
troops who served. 

“T can’t believe Anthony was a 
pretender and I hope he can put 
this behind him.” 

Cherwell district councillor 
Colin Clarke, also a Banbury town 
councillor, said he got to know Mr 
Church quite well when he was 
town mayor in 2010/2011. 

Mr Clarke added: “I always got 
on with him extremely well and 
he always did a good job as a town 
crier but he has been foolish.”

Cherwell District Council’s Bob 
Neville is urging councillors to 
approve Oxfordshire County Council’s 
plans for the bridge over the River 
Swire at South Newington. The Grade 
II-listed bridge carries A361 traffic and 
the county council wants to add 
stainless steel reinforcement into the 
central arch and set it in resin. 

Eight people wrote to the district 
council to raise concerns, including 
fears about impact on the appearance 
of the bridge and its structural 
integrity. South Newington Parish 
Council did not object but questioned 
whether a method that would leave a 
“visible grid” should be used.

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A MAN on trial accused of 
sexually abusing teenage 
girls in Banbury told a jury 
he was “shocked” when he 
was arrested. 

Mohamed Saleh, 21, gave evi- 
dence in the trial of seven men 
alleged to have groomed eight 
complainants between 2011 and 
2013. 

A jury in Oxford Crown Court 
has heard claims that he was a 
member of a group known local- 
ly as “BB or B2” that organised 
parties for under-18s to target 
their victims. 

He is on trial with Ahmed Has- 
san-Sule, 20, of Glyndebourne 
Gardens; Said Saleh, 20, of Or- 
chard Way; Takudzwa Hova, 21, 
of Broughton Road; Kagiso Ma- 
nase, 26, of Warwick Road; Alex- 
andru Nae, 19, of Broome Way; 
and a 17-year-old who cannot be 
named. 

They deny 26 charges, includ- 
ing 19 counts of sexual activity 


with a child, two counts of caus- 
ing or inciting a child to engage 
in sexual activity, three counts 
of rape and two counts of sexual 
assault. 

Saleh, of Orchard Way, Ban- 
bury, was questioned by his 
barrister Flavia Kenyon about 
a party where it is alleged he 
held down a girl who was being 
raped. 

She said: “You have heard the 
allegation that [the complain- 
ant] made, she’s alleged you 
were restraining her while two 
others were having sex with 

er.” 


The defendant, shaking his 
head, said: “No, no.” 

Miss Kenyon asked: “Did you 
touch [her] at all that night?” 

Saleh said: “No, I did not.” 

His barrister asked: “Were you 
involved in anything sexual to 
do with [her]?” 

Her client said: “No.” 

Later Miss Kenyon asked: 
“What was going through your 
mind when you were arrested?” 

Saleh said: “I was shocked.”

Later he objected to the line of 
questioning, and added: “This 
is a court of law, not a court of 
morals.”

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GP practice gets 
new robot helper 


‘Geoffrey’ can dispense 
prescribed medicine for 
patients in nine seconds

PATIENTS at Deddington 
Health Centre have wel- 
comed the latest addition to 
the workforce, a vast robotic 
medication dispenser occa- 
sionally known as Geoffrey. 

The fourth of its kind to be 
installed at a GP in the UK, the 
robot arrived in November and 
can now store 70 per cent of all 
medicines kept on the site. 

Names are entered into the 
system and prescribed medica- 
tion is then dispensed to patients 
within nine seconds. 

The surgery was redesigned to 
accommodate the new arrival. 

Practice manager Melanie Wat- 
kins said: “It’s just about settling 
in now. We continued working in 
the old dispensary and then liter- 
ally moved overnight. 

“Tt was a smooth transition and 
we never closed. In no way was 
the service interrupted. 

“We had heard about one in 
Lincolnshire and were really in- 
terested and excited by the possi-

bility. The driving factor was im- 
proving the service to patients.” 

She added that patients had 
responded very well to the new 
system, in particular young chil- 
dren who accompany parents 
collecting prescriptions. 

Ms Watkins added that a chil- 
dren’s competition to officially 
name the robot would take place 
in March or April. 


Money for the robot was invest- 
ed by partners, but the practice 
would not disclose the total cost. 

Alongside the robot the GP 
has also installed a Pharmaself, 
a self-service machine allowing 
patients to collect prescriptions 
after hours. 

It is the first machine to be in- 
stalled in a UK GP practice and 
is still being trialled.

AN original aluminium 
factory worksuit has been 
donated to the Oxford- 
shire Museum service. 

Sapa Profiles was a Nor- 
wegian manufacturer that 
made aluminium frames in 
Banbury, which were used in 
industries such as construc- 
tion and exported around the 
world. 

Aluminium extrusion is a 
technique used to transform 
aluminium alloy into objects 
with cross-sectional design 
for a range of building uses. 

Sapa has 100 production 
sites in over 40 countries and 
has 23,000 employees. 

In 2008 Sapa closed one of 
the UK’s largest aluminium 
producers in Banbury, which 
led to 337 people losing their 
jobs 

Rosy Burke archived the

plant throughout its exist- 
ence and decided to donate 
the suit to somewhere she 
knew it would be preserved. 

She said: “I am happy to 
donate the suit to the Oxford 
museum service for prosper- 
ity.”

For more than 300 years, the 
town exported its products 
all over the world before the 
last blanket mill was closed 
in 2002. 

It is hoped the aluminium 
works can be remembered 
like the legacy of the Witney 
blanket mills. 

Museum social history cu- 
rator Dr Christiane Jeuckens 
said: “It is a full body suit 
and was used by workers who 
were working with molten 
aluminium.

Threat to kill man is given chance 


A MAN who threatened to kill a 
police call handler in a “moment of 
madness” has been given six months 
to prove he can behave by a judge. 

David Farnell, 27, of no 
fixed address, pleaded guilty 
to threatening to kill the 
Northamptonshire Police call 
handler on November 21. 

He has also admitted carrying a 
bladed article in Mold Crescent, 
Banbury, that day, and damaging 
property the day before. 

Appearing at Oxford Crown Court 
via a video link from Bullingdon 
prison, Farnell was addressed by 
judge Peter Ross. 

Judge Ross said: “Mr Farnell, I 
have to deal with you for what seems 
to me, in the the context of your 
character... a moment of complete 
and utter madness. 

“T think the right thing to do is to 
see whether or not the commitment 


you have made to the Probation 
Service is one that you are going to 
carry through. 

“In effect Iam putting you on trial 
in the next six months.” 

Judge Ross told Farnell he would 
not sentence him until July 31. 

In the meantime, Farnell will 
be subject to supervision by the 
Probation Service, must live at 
whatever address the Probation 
Service tells him to and take part 
in a Building Better Relationships 
programme. 

He will also have to have 
counselling and a restraining order 
was made against a woman at an 
address in Bicester until further 
notice. 

Judge Ross added: “You won’t 
commit any further offences and I 
expect you to obtain employment. Do 
you agree?” Farnell replied: “I do sir. 
Thank you.”

CHILDREN in North Oxford- 
shire can now get professional 
emotional support online, fol- 
lowing the launch of a coun- 
selling chat service. 

Support workers and counsellors 
from charity Clean Slate will now 
man an online service as well as 
phone lines and scheduled visits. 

Young people can use the website 
to get instant, free and anonymous 


emotional support. 

The charity, based in Upper 
Heyford, helps victims of sexual, 
physical and emotional abuse, as 
well as supporting people through 
grief and divorce. 

Support worker Noel Drummey 
said: “We’re finding a lot of people 
couldn’t get to us for meetings and 
our staff found it difficult to get 
across the county. 

“An online service will be a lot 
more viable and less expensive.” 

There is now a pop-up window 
that invites visitors to the website 
to talk to a staff member. 

Anyone can use the new chat 
service, but it is aimed at getting 
more children asking for help. 


Mr Drummey said he hoped boys 
would find the new service par- 
ticularly helpful. 

“With boys the confidence isn’t 
there to speak to people face-to- 
face. 

“Our biggest barrier is making 
them speak out. 

“With an online service, you can 
start building their confidence 
and give them the tools they need 
to deal with what’s happening to 
them. 

“It helps them know they are not 
alone. That’s the key, to make them 
feel that there’s someone there for 
them. 

“Online services are sometimes 
easier than the phone. 


“It means for those in abusive 
families they can talk to us with- 
out anyone knowing and it can be 
anonymous if they want.” 

The charity has four specific 
sub-groups — for men, women, 
boys and girls — and gets referrals 
from the police, doctors and social 
services. 

It is currently working with 
more than 280 clients across the 
county. 

Mr Drummey said: “We’re work- 
ing towards making it a 24-hour 
service, because you never know 
when people will come to you. 

“We want to get the service run- 
ning at the weekends for children 
at school during the week.”

Health managers hope the 
incentives will help to slash 
the number of A&E visits

DOCTORS are to be offered 
extra payments to go into care 
homes more in a bid to cut ad- 
missions to hospital. 

Health managers have agreed 
a £3.3m three-year programme 
aimed at saving £245,286 through 
reductions in A&E admissions 
and ambulance journeys. 

The deal includes an initial as- 
sessment of new residents, medi- 
cation reviews, planning for fu- 
ture care needs, a weekly visit for 
those in need and flu vaccinations. 

It is the latest bid by NHS lead- 
ers to reduce pressure on county 
hospitals, where rising demand 
— partly from an ageing popula- 
tion — has been putting a strain on 
waiting times. 

An NHS report said homes with 
no arrangements for regular GP 
visits have a service that is “usu- 
ally reactive with GP input only 
when there is a crisis”. 

It said: “The rationale for this

Dr Paul Roblin, chief executive 
of the British Medical Associa- 
tion’s Oxordshire Local Medical 
Committee, which represents 
GPs, said: “It is up to the practice 
whether the financial reward is 
worth the extra effort. It is mar- 
ginal but some may well go for it. ” 

Oxfordshire Care Homes Asso- 
ciation chairman George Tuthill 
said: “On the whole, it is a good 
idea to get more support into care 
homes with GPs.” 

Yet he said a demand of the 
scheme that at least 70 per cent of 
patients at each home must be reg- 
istered with one GP practice could 
cause problems.

LOVE IS STRANGE 
(15, 94 mins) 


STRANGE, enervating, toxic, miracu- 
lous, unrequited, redemptive: love ex- 
erts an irresistible hold on the human 
heart. 

Greek philosopher Plato professed 
love to be a serious mental disease, 
while Martin Luther King Jr believed 
it to be the only force capable of trans- 
forming an enemy into a friend. 

Shakespeare poetically described 
love as a smoke made with the fume of 
sighs and as for songwriters Lennon 
and McCartney, it is the flower you’ve 
got to let grow or, most simply, all you 
need. 

For filmmaker Ira Sachs and co-writ- 
er Mauricio Zacharias, love is a long- 
term relationship between two gay 
men set against the bustling backdrop 
of modern-day Manhattan. 

Underscored predominantly by 
Chopin, Love Is Strange is an elegant 
character study, which sketches these 
middle-aged soul-mates with tender- 
ness and heart-breaking intimacy. 

Sachs’ film is illuminated by two 
exquisite performances from John 
Lithgow and Alfred Molina as a mar- 
ried couple who are wary of relying on 
the kindness of family and friends be- 
cause “sometimes when you live with 
people, you know them better than you 
care to”. 

Familiarity breeds not just contempt 
but also disillusionment, suspicion 
and, ultimately, aching loneliness. 

Ben (Lithgow) and his partner 
George (Molina) have spent almost 
four decades together.

Motorhome registrations increase 


SALES of new touring caravans 
and motorhome registrations 
increased significantly in 2014, 
according to figures released by 
industry trade body the National 
Caravan Council (NCC). 

New motorhome registrations 
increased by 18 per cent year-on- 
year and sales of new touring 
caravans increased by almost 10 
per cent. 

For both touring caravans and 
motorhomes October, 2014, was 
the busiest month, with sales of 
the former up 22 per cent and 
registrations of the latter up 18 per 
cent compared with October, 2013. 

Jenny Summers, NCC group 
marketing director, said: “It is 


incredibly positive to see that sales 
of touring caravans and 
motorhome registrations 
increased so much in 2014, as it 
demonstrates that more people 
are discovering the benefits that 
touring in a caravan or motorhome 
brings. 

“It also shows that consumer 
confidence is returning to the 
market. Many exhibitors at our
